The Trustees borrowed money, and thus paid the old debt. On 
this note $200.00 is still due. This we expect to pay without 
trenching on the invested funds, or asking the town for help. But 
we must ask for-an appropriation of $600.00 this year to keep the 
Academy open, and up to its present standard. It is now in good 
condition. We expect that it will do better work, although it has 
done well in the past. It offers better advantages than most Acad- 
emies of its class. But whether it shall continue as it is, and go on 
to higher efficiency, depends on the action of the town. The 
present interest bearing funds we regard safe. Some of the non- 
paying investments will resume payment sometime soon. But, till 
they do, we cannot keep the Academy open, unless the town ap- 
propriates the same sum that it did last year. Knowing the gen- 
erosity of the town in what pertains to its schools, we cannot doubt 
as to the appropriation.

School Report. 


Our schools have made good progress during the past year. We 
have had some hindrances to contend with. Miss Norris asked for 
a term’s rest. She needed it. She did not spare herself in her 
school work; and to her the town is greatly indebted. She has 
brought the Grammar School up to a high state of efficiency. She 
has made it what it is. Such is her natural aptitude for teaching, 
and-such her energy and enthusiasm, that she is a difficult teacher 
to follow. Her successor has done fairly well. But we regret that 
the school is not what we would have it. For this the scholars are 
more to blame than the teacher. 

Miss Carswell was also compelled to be absent on account of the 
Illness and death of her mother. She also comes back next term. 
But the school has been fortunate in securing the services of the 
present teacher. It has done admirable work during the term. 
Your committee have done what they could. ‘The schools have 
been visited, all complaints listened to and investigated, and what 
seemed best for the schools has been attempted. Some changes 
have been made in school books. ‘The books in use were worn out, 
or not up to date. 

The matter of transportation is still a troublesome question. It 
causes more dissatisfaction and complaint than anything else. With 
the funds at our disposal, we cannot meet the demands of all who 
wish transportation. And is becoming a large burden in the way 
of cost. We recommend that free transportation of scholars be 
discontinued as far as the law allows. 

The whole number of registered scholars in the North End 
district is eight. Seven were present, when the committee made 
the last visit. We submit to the district the advisability of closing 
the school. We make no recommendation. 

We also bring to the notice of the friends of our schools, and 
urge on their attention, the recommendations contained in. the 


report of last year. ,
